The Anarchists of France. 


The religious and political condi- 


tion of the Anarchists in Franco, 
who hove recently been 
making 


trouble, is clearly set forth in n letter 
from the hottest'spot in the country, 
Montceau-les-Minos, as follows 


'•They worked by the piece, and 


when tlie heatn wan soft they could 
e.irn as much a- fi or 7 francs a day, 
but when hard and rocky it was iin 
po.-sible to gain half tun* ;imo.iut. 
On an average, it appears that a good 
miner can make at least t francs, 50 
centirups u day. 
The proprietors of 


the mine were, however, described as 
anything but tolerant with regard tc 
religious, or, rather, materialist, con 
victions. 
If a man did not go to 


mass he was at onco suspected. A 
freethinker was bcarcely tolerated in 
the mine, and an open display of >r 
religion was certain to entail serious 
consequences. 
In questioning one 


man, who was more communicative 
than his companions, concerning the 
aspirations of the miners, I learned 
that tho idea of one day possessing 
the mine had taken deeper root in 
their imagination than might have 
been expected. He argued, and with 
more than a mere shadow of excuse, 
that the project was one that they 
had every reason to believe possible, 
since several 
deputies—and their 


own among this number—had openly 
advocated the transfer of tho great 
manufactories and mines from the 
hands of their present owners to 
tho^e of the men. 
It was the duty 


of the republican government, this 
minor thought, to make equality a 
reality, and no longer a myth. How 
the desire to possess came to mani- 
fest itself in acts of destruction 
seems at first sight difficult to ex- 
plain. Nevertheless nothing is easier. 
The revolutionary agents had in- 
stilled into their minds the necessity 
of drawing attention to their op 
pressed condition, and of thus has- 
tening tho moment of their triumph 
by showing tho world that thoy wore 
no longer the liumblo slaves of tho 
bouri/foixif.
